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Executive  Summary 

The  weight  of  epidemiological  evidence  presented  in  this  report  indicate  declines  in  the 
prevalence  of  HIV  infection  in  San  Francisco  from  1989  to  1994,  with  relatively  stable  levels  of 
infection  in  more  recent  years.  This  pattern  is  largely  the  result  of  long-term  term  trends  in  HIV 
infection  among  men  who  have  sex  with  men  (MSM),  the  population  which  accounts  for  the  highest 
proportion  of  infection  in  San  Francisco.  AIDS  surveillance,  sentinel  HIV  surveillance,  and  other 
data  suggest  that  the  rate  of  new  HIV  infection  among  MSM  has  declined  from  a  likely  peak  in  the 
early-  to  mid-  1980s  to  a  stable  incidence  over  the  last  several  years.    Data  also  point  to  relatively 
lower  and  stable  levels  of  HIV  infection  among  other  populations,  including  injection  drug  users  and 
high  risk  heterosexuals.  Overall,  it  is  estimated  that  15,000  San  Franciscans  are  currently  living  with 
HIV  and  that  500  new  infections  will  occur  each  year. 

Under  conditions  of  stable  incidence  and  improved  survival  due  to  highly  active  antiretroviral 
treatments  (HAART),  the  prevalence  of  HIV  in  San  Francisco  is  expected  to  rise.  In  order  to  reverse 
this  trend,  new  and  effective  HIV  prevention  interventions  are  needed.  Because  the  prevalence  of 
HIV  in  San  Francisco  remains  high,  any  relaxing  of  current  prevention  efforts  may  be  rapidly  met 
with  a  rebound  in  HIV  transmission.  Recent  increases  in  male  rectal  gonorrhea,  multiple  sex 
partners,  and  decreases  in  consistent  condom  use  are  worrisome. 

Data  presented  in  this  report  originate  from  several  sources.  The  first  section  summarizes  HIV 
sentinel  surveillance  data.  Sentinel  surveillance  studies  are  implemented  at  clinics  and  programs  that 
provide  services  to  clients  at  high  risk  for  HIV  infection.  These  include  the  municipal  STD  clinic 
and  drug  treatment  centers.  HIV  seroprevalence  is  measured  from  blood  collected  for  syphilis 
screening  after  all  identifying  information  has  been  removed.  This  report  also  includes  voluntary 
HIV  testing  data,  including  blood  donors,  military  recruits,  and  job  corps  entrants.  In  the  final 
section,  we  present  preliminary  findings  of  the  HIV  Prevention  Indicators  (HPI)  project.  The  HPI 
project  seeks  to  identify  community-level  markers  of  HIV  prevention  impact  and  includes  biological, 
behavioral,  socio-political,  and  service  provision  data. 

Limitations  must  be  recognized  when  interpreting  the  data  presented  in  this  report.  Data  from 
sentinel  surveillance  sites  include  only  persons  who  access  services  and  may  not  be  representative  of 
risk  populations  as  a  whole.  Data  from  voluntary  HIV  testing  programs  are  also  highly  selective. 
We  recognize  that  data  collected  on  transgendered  persons  have  been  scant,  incomplete,  and  as  a 
result  are  conspicuously  absent  from  this  report.  Transgendered  persons  have  been  recently 
identified  as  a  population  that  has  been  most  severely  affected  by  the  HIV/AIDS  epidemic.  In  order 
to  address  potential  biases  and  to  complete  gaps  in  our  knowledge,  we  continue  to  expand  our  efforts 
to  monitor  the  HIV/AIDS  epidemic.    New  studies  include  estimation  of  HIV  seroprevalence  and 
seroincidence  among  incarcerated  persons  and  persons  seeking  HIV  counseling  and  testing.  We 
anticipate  inclusion  of  data  from  these  studies  in  future  HIV  Seroepidemiology  Reports.  While  each 
data  source  entails  potential  biases  and  limitations,  we  hope  that,  in  aggregate,  the  information 
presented  in  this  report  paints  an  informative  overview  of  the  current  status  and  future  direction  of 
the  HIV/AIDS  epidemic  in  San  Francisco.

HIV  seroprevalence  among  female  clients  has  remained  relatively  low 
and  stable  during  the  entire  survey  period.

Overall,  HIV  seroprevalence  is  highest  among  clients  over 
30  years.

Summary  interpretation:  HIV  seroprevalence  generally  declined  among  all 
race/ethnicity  groups  from  1989  to  1994  with  relatively  stable  levels  of 
infection  in  the  most  recent  years.  Overall,  HIV  seroprevalence  has  been 
higher  among  White  clients;  however,  the  gap  has  been  closing  with  African- 
Americans  and  Latinos.

Summary  interpretation:  HIV  seroprevalence  has  been  highest  among  men 
who  have  sex  with  men  (MSM)  and  MSM  who  are  injection  drug  users  (IDU), 
with  an  overall  decline  from  1989  to  1997.  HIV  seroprevalence  has  been  stable 
throughout  the  study  period  for  all  other  risk  populations,  including  women, 
heterosexual  men,  and  male  and  female  IDU.

Summary  interpretation:  The  data  suggest  that  the  overall  HIV 
seroprevalence  among  IDU  in  methadone  treatment  has  declined  in  recent 
years.  Male  IDU  have  somewhat  higher  HIV  seroprevalence  compared  to 
female  IDU  in  the  earlier  years  of  the  survey;  however,  this  difference  may  be 
accounted  for  by  higher  seroprevalence  among  men  who  have  sex  with  men 
(MSM).

The  data  suggest  a  slight  decrease  in  HIV  seroprevalence  among  men 

and  an  increase  among  women;  however,  men  had  higher  HIV  seroprevalence 

through  the  study  period.  The  survey  ended  in  1992.

Over  the  same  period,  HIV  seroprevalence 
declined  among  Whites.  Data  for  Asian/Pacific  Islanders  must  be  interpreted 
cautiously  due  to  small  sample  sizes.  The  survey  ended  in  1992.

Summary  Interpretation:  HIV  seroprevalence  among  civilian  applicants  for 
military  service  has  been  very  low  throughout  the  survey  period,  less  than  1%. 
In  several  years,  no  HIV  infections  were  detected  at  all.  Military  recruits  are 
not  likely  to  include  persons  at  highest  risk  for  HIV,  such  as  men  who  have  sex 
with  men  (MSM)  or  injection  drug  users.

Summary  Interpretation:  No  differences  or  trends  in  HIV  seroprevalence 
among  military  recruits  are  discernable  by  age  group.  Caution  is  advised  in 
interpreting  HIV  seroprevalence  among  recruits  over  30  years  due  to  small 
sample  sizes.

Summary  interpretation:  Patterns  of  HIV  seroprevalence  in  these  data  must 
be  viewed  cautiously  as  they  are  influenced  by  referral  of  youth  known  to  be 
infected  to  the  certain  centers.  Overall,  HIV  seroprevalence  has  been  higher 
among  male  youth  compared  to  female  with  little  real  change  in  prevalence 
over  the  study  period.

However,  data  should  be 
interpreted  cautiously  due  to  small  sample  sizes  for  some  populations  and 
referral  patterns  for  known  HIV-positive  youth.

Summary  Interpretation:  Although  not  statistically  significant,  the  data 
suggest  a  downward  trend  in  HIV  seroprevalence  among  young  men  who  have 
sex  with  men  (MSM)  between  1992-93  and  1994-95  in  the  older  age  group. 
The  slight  increase  in  HIV  seroprevalence  among  the  younger  age  group  is 
worrisome.

Summary  Interpretation:  The  data  suggest  that  HIV  seroprevalence 
decreased  slightly  but  not  significantly  among  all  race  groups  from  1992-93  to 
1994-95.  HIV  seroprevalence  was  highest  among  African-American  MSM.
